“War in the Air” as Seen 
From an Italian Bomber 


50-Pound “Caresses” Dropped From 600 Feet 
Into Frantic Groups Hurl Shattered 
Bodies “Flying Through Air.”

GURA, Eritrean Aviation Head- 

quarters of the Northern Italian 
Army, April 8.—From the glass en- 


closed bombing pit of a big tri- 
motored plane in a screaming drive 
toward the earth I saw yesterday 
the amazing destruction Italian 
aviation is inflicting on the de- 
moralized remnants of Emperor 
Haile Selassie’s imperial army. 


I flew for four and a half hours 
with an Italian bombing squadron. 
We sailed over lakes Tana and 
Ashangi, the city of Gondar, and 
the outskirts of Dessye and saw 
how deeply the Italians have really 
penetrated into Ethiopia, in addi- 
tion to what they do when they 
find from the air columns of Ethio- 
pians and animals huddled des- 
pairingly along the caravan trails. 


We had been flying half an hour 
from Gura with Captain Giovanni 
Dauria and Major Piero Ferretti 
at the dual control of an eight-ton 
Savioa low-winged bomber, hold- 
ing two tons of explosives and a 
ton and a half of gasoline, through 
perfect skies over Aduwa and Ak- 
sum when the radio crackled. 

Sergeant Gentile Cesare brought 
a message from the scouting plane, 
“bomb a column of Ethiopian 
quadrupeds in the river bed of Ad- 
di Uaffet, near Aio.” 

Pink-cheeked Lieut. Francesco 
Possenisto, only 24 but the finest 
bombshot in the whole army, slip- 
ped down into the glass pit in the 
undercarriage and I went with him. 
We passed over the huge square 
of Amba Aradam and the spike of 
Mount Amba Alaji sticking into 
the sky over the tortuous terrain 
of the northern mountains, that 
from the air looked like the ser- 


ried brown backs of huge oyster 
shells. 

We flew down the side of Lake 
Ashangi, where there were no signs 
of boats. On we went, over Quo- 
ram, past the First Army Corps en- 
camped there. Three-quarters of 
the way to Dessye with two others 
of our squadron and three addition- 
al bombers following behind we 
found the valley of Uaffet and Aio. 

Suddenly in the brown valley, 
luxuriant with vegetation, we saw 
strung out groups of perhaps 500 
Ethiopians in dirty shammas and 
about 2000 mules, horses and 
camels. 

The sound of the swooping planes 
made the huddled groups try to 
hide their bulky animals behind the 
protection of trees. Our plane 
wheeled, dived and thundered at 
them less than 600 feet from the 
ground, so close we could see the 
black men sawing desperately at 
the reins of their mules while dun- 
colored camels stuck their long 
necks skyward, looking for the 
noise, 

Then Possenisto started pulling 
levers. 

We dropped 24 fifty-pound bombs 
and smaller bombs in clusters and 
I saw at least 10 strike squarely 
in the middle of frantic groups. 

The explosions were so terrific 
and we were so near that the plane 
rocked and through the clouds of 
smoke shattered bodies were easily 
visible flying through the air. 

Ferretti radioed headquarters: 
“Found thousand quadrupeds at 
zone indicated. They received our 
caresses. Estimate 200 Ethiopians 
killed, 100 animals. Rest fled de- 
moralized.” 

Then we flew along the Dessye 
trail and saw native troops beyond 
Corbo. 


SHIPPING POWER TRANSFER 
BY ROOSEVELT IS UPHELD 


Special Court Sustains Delegation 
of Authority to Commerce 
Department. 

By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, April 8.—President 


Roosevelt's order delegating certain 
powers formerly exercised by the 
Shipping Board to the Department 
of Commerce was unanimously up- 
held today by a special statutory 
court composed of Judge Harrie B. 
Chase of the U. 8S. Cireuit Court of 
Appeals and Judges William Bondy 
and Robert P. Patterson of the Dis- 
trict Court. 

The court held that Congress had 
authority to empower the President 
to issue such an order. It upheld 
the validity of Secretary Roper’s 
order directing the Isbrantsen- 
Moller Co., Inc., to file its port-to- 
port and trans-shipment rates and 
other charges under oath. 

The court dismissed the shipping 
company’s suit to restrain the Com- 
merce Department and Secretary 
Roper and U. 8S. Attorney Lamar 
Hardy from enforcing the order or 
exacting penalties.

SERMON ON MOUNT 
REVISED BY NAZI TO 
ELIMINATE JEWS 


Jerusalem, King Solomon and 
Prophets Not Mentioned 
in New Version. 


By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, April 8.—Christ’s Ser- 
mon on the Mount has been adapt- 


ed to a modern German view by 
Reichsbishop Ludwig Mueller. 

The main feature of the new ver- 
sion is elimination of all references 
to Jerusalem, King Solomon, Phari- 
sees and scribes, laws and prophets, 
and the Ten Commandments as 
made in the Gospel according to 
Matthew. 

These references were held to be 
Jewish, and therefore to be re- 
jected. 

The “modernized” Sermon on the 
Mount was issued in the form of a 
book entitled “The German Words 
of God, rendered into German by 
Reichsbishop Ludwig Mueller.” 

The exhortation to turn the other 
cheek to a smiter is rendered by 
Reichsbishop Mueller thus: 

“If thy comrade smite thee in 
the face in his wrath, it is not al- 
ways right to smite him back. It is 
more manly to preserve a superior 
calm. Mayhap thy comrade will re- 
pent.” 

Christ’s blessings were revamped 
as, for example: 

“Blessed is he who bears his sor- 
row manfully, He will find strength 
not to despair.” 

“Blessed is he who keeps good 
comradeship always, for such is the 
will of God.” 

Dr. Otto Dibelius, a prominent 
Evangelical Church leader, criti- 
cised Reichsbishop Mueller’s new 
interpretations in an article in the 
fortnightly Jungekirche, asserting 
Mueller dethroned God. 

Instead of the divine revelation, 
Dr. Dibelius said, “he would give 
us the voice of blood, comradeship 
and honor. All human emotions.”

Mrs. Thomas Yawkey, wife of the 
Boston baseball magnate, forgot 
jewelry she valued at $1,000,000 
when she checked out of a hotel 
here yesterday.

Court at Kahoka Says It 
Deals With Minor Chil- 
dren but Does Not Con- 
tain Word ‘Minor.’

Says Mrs. Muench Asked 
Her to Get Baby in Or- 
der to Obtain $250,000 
From Dr. Marsh Pitzman

KAHOKA, Mo., April 8-—When 
Dr. Ludwig O. Muench and his 
wife, Nellie Tipton Muench, with 
two other St. Louis defendants, 
went to trial in Clark County Cir- 
cuit Court today on a criminal con- 
spiracy charge growing out of the 
Muench baby hoax, Judge Walter 
A. Higbee expressed doubt as to 


the validity of the statute under 
which the charge was instituted. 
His comment was made in overrul- 
ing a defense motion to squash. 

Judge Higbee said he was not 
prepared to hold that the statute 
(Section 14081) was invalid, but 
added that he was not much im- 
pressed with it. He pointed out that 
the statute manifestly dealt with 
the custody of minor children, but 
did not contain the word minor. 
The Judge did not explain his doubt 
further, but said he might have 
more to say about it later in the 
trial. 

The defendants are charged with 
conspiracy to transfer unlawfully 
custody of Anna Ware's baby and 
another infant known as the Price 
baby, without approval of the Juve- 
nile Court, 

Testimony began at the afternoon 
session after the State had outlined 
its case to the jury. There was no 
opening statement by the defenme, 
Milton Landau, next door neighbor 
of the Muenches, was the first qit- 
ness. 

Landau’s direct testimony was 
much the same as he gave in the 
Anna Ware habeas corpus case. It 
was that he frequently saw Mrs. 
Muench in the summer of 1935 and 
observed no physical indications of 
expectant motherhood, although he 
had heard a report that she had 
said she was expecting a child. On 
cross-examination defense counsel 
sought to obtain an admission that 
he had ill feeling toward the 
Muenches, but he denied it. He was 
asked if he had not testified against 
them in other cases, and he said he 
had testified in the “baby hoax” 
case. When defense counsel ob- 
jected to this, Judge Higbee re- 
marked: “You brought it on your- 
self.” 

Mrs. Thomasson Testifies. 

Mrs. Grace Thomasson then took 
the stand as a State’s witness. She 
gave her name as Grace Carolyn 


Thomasson Diefenbach and said she 


was divorced. She wore a smartly 
tailored gray skirt and black suit 
coat. The court room was crowded, 
with many standing. Mrs. Thomas- 
son began a recital of her acquaint- 
ance and association with Attorney 
Wilfred Jones, one of the defend- 
ants. 

Speaking with composure and in 
low tones, Mrs. Thomasson testified 
that early in June, 1935, after Jones 
had summoned her to St. Louis 
from Florida, Mrs. Muench asked 
her aid in obtaining a baby “to lead 
Dr. Marsh Pitzman to believe he 
was its father.” 

“Mrs. Muench said Dr. Pitzman 
believed she was to become a moth- 
er and had told her there would be 
$250,000 for the baby,” Mrs. Thomas- 
son continued. “She’said she would 
have to obtain a baby to get the 
money.” 

Mrs. Thomasson told of various 
preliminary conferences with the 
Muenches and Jones, in which, she 
said, the plans, first for her to go 
to East St. Louis and adopt a baby 
and then for her to get a position 
as a nurse with a Dr. Williams of 
St. Louis, in whose private hospital 
a baby was to be born, were 
changed fgom time to time. 

The upshot, she said, was that 
she went to Chicago temporarily, 
but returned after Jones informed 
her of the birth of the so-called 
Price baby. 

Denies Handling Either Baby. 

Mrs. Thomasson said she was not 
in St. Louis during last July or 
August and did not handle either 
the Price baby or the Ware baby. 

When she returned to St. Louis 
last September, she continued, 
Jones told her that he. had gone to 
the home of Christine Krout with 
Mrs. Muench and that he and Mrs. 
Muench had taken the Price baby 
to the Muench home. She quoted 
Jones as having said Mrs. Muench 
waited in the automobile while he 
went inside the Krout home.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 8.— 
The Crusaders started out as an or- 
ganization dedicated to the repeal 
of the Eighteenth Amendment. 
When that objective had been at- 
tained, the managers were reluctant 
to dissolve their organization, so 
they cast around for another wor- 
thy cause to which they might 
properly devote themselves and 
their organization. They finally 
decided that the country’s most 
pressing need was to “prevent the 
Government from becoming the 
masters of the people,” and to that 
end they set out to find new con- 
tributing members, while keeping 
the old ones. 

From Fred Clark, National Com- 
mander of the organization, the 
Senate Lobby Committee learned 


‘today that the list of contributors 


coincided largely with the lists of 
those who have been the main sup- 
port of the American Liberty 
League, Sentinels of the Republic, 
American Federation of Utility In- 
vestors, Women Investors of Ame- 
rica, and the Southern Committee 
to Uphold the Constitution. Most

can. 

The hearing, one of the liveliest 
held by the committee in months, 
was punctuated by frequent, spir- 
ited exchangés between the go-get- 
ting Clark and the sardonic Gib- 
son, famous in both houses of Con- 
gress for his dry and biting wit. 

The evidence came partly in the 
form of replies from Clark, and 
partly in replies to questionnaires 
which the committee sent out 
weeks ago.

For 
example, Irenee du Pont gave $10,- 
000 to the Crusaders, $86,750 to the 
Liberty League, $1400 to the “Min- 
ute Men and Women of Today,” $100 
to the Sentinels of the Republic, $50 
to the Southern Committee to Up- 
hold the Constitution, which was 
prominent in the Talmadge revolt 
against President Roosevelt a 
month or two ago. 

Lammot du Pont gave the Cru- 
saders $1000; the Liberty League

Justice Van Devanter Received Pa- 
pers as Result of Wife’s Signing 
of Compliance Contract.

WASHINGTON, April 8.—Official 
sources said today Justice Willis 
Van Devanter had returned two 
benefit checks totaling less than 
$100 to the Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration after ruling with 


five other Supreme Court Justices 
that the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act was unconstitutional. 

AAA officials declined comment, 
however, saying they would release 
néiniérmation about names of con- 
tract signers without direction of 
Congress. 

The late Mrs. Van Devanter 
owned two farms in Montana, and 
with her tenants, signed wheat pro- 
duction control contracts for 1934 
and 1935. After her death in 1934, 
officials said it was necessary for 
her husband to sign a certificate 
of compliance with the contracts 
before the tenants could receive 
their portions of the benefits. As 
a result, two checks for less than 
$100 were sent to Justice Van De- 
vanter as the owner’s share in the 
payments. The Justice himself did 
not sign an AAA contract.

CALLED A LOTTERY 


Attorney-General McKittrick 
Warns Globe-Democrat 
to Stop It.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 8.—At- 
torney-General Roy McKittrick an- 
nounced today that he had notified 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat to 
discontinue its “Famous Names”

ceedings in the Missouri Supreme 
Court against the newspaper, alleg- 
ing the contest was in violation of 
the State anti-lottery laws and in 
confict with the newspaper's rights 
and privileges under its State 
charter. 

McKittrick said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he had had the matter

In answer to this inquiry, McKit- 
trick received a telegram from Karl

office Department, informing him 
that the Postmaster at St. Louis 
had been advised to treat the car- 
toons as mailable matter with the 
understanding that full responsi- 
bility for any violations of laws in- 
volved would rest with the sender. 

McKittrick will hear objections 
from attorneys for the newspaper 
at their request next Friday and 
will take no action in the meantime. 

The contest is now in its tenth 
week, the first cartoon having been 
published on Feb. 3. Eighty-four 
cartoons were to be published, and 
cartoon No. 68 appeared today. 

The cartoons are by Peter Arno 
and the contestant is required to 
suggest a suitable title for euch 
picture from a list of suggested 
titles published with each cartoon. 
The cartoons are submitted in 
weekly sets of seven, and each set 
must be accompanied by 10 cents to 
pay for a set of Arno’s cartoons to 
be mailed each contestant at the 
close of the contest. 

A total of $15,000 in prizes has 
been announced, $10,000 for first 
prize, $2000 second prize, $1000 third 
prize, $500 fourth prize, $250 fifth 
prize, sixth, seventh and eighth 
prizes, $100 each, and 192 prizes of 
$5 each.. The prizes were to be 
awarded for the best list of sug- 
gested names for the cartoons.

SAYS ITALY 

MUST CRUSH 
ETHIOPIANS 


Tells His Ministers Security 
of Colonies in East Af. 
rica Depends on ‘Total 
Annihilation’ of Haile 
Selassie’s Army. 


ADDRESS TIMED WITH 
MEETING AT GENEVA 


Premier Pays Tribute ta 
Marshal Badoglio and 
Troops in Belligerent 
Speech at Extraordinary 
Council Session. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, April 8.—Premier Musso- 
lini told his Ministers today that 
security for Italy in its East Afri- 
can colonies would be realized only 
with “total annihilation of the 
Ethiopian military formation.” 

Mussolini met his council of 
Ministers in an extraordinary ses- 
sion which had not been announced 
in advance, It was held as the 
League of Nations Conciliation 
Committee of 13 was meeting in 
Geneva. 

Destruction of Emperor Haile 
Selassie’s army, Mussolini told his 
Ministers, “cannot be lacking of 
delayed.” 

Tribute to Badoglio. 

He paid high tribute to Marshal 
Pietro Badoglio, Italian commander 
in East Africa, and to the troops, 

“The superb victories of our sok 
diers, in particular the victory at 
Lake Ashangi over the Negus‘ 
troops, instructed, equipped and 
armed by Europeans, bring home 
to Italy a realization of the pri- 
mary objective for which we had 
to resort to arms after the mobil- 
ization of Ethiopian forces,” he 
said. 

“That is, security for our eolo- 
nies. That security will be fully 
achieved with total annihilation of 


the Ethiopian military formation, 
annihilation which cannot be lack- 
ing or delayed.” 

Mussolini asserted the populations 
of the Ethiopian territory already 
conquered had demonstrated their 
“sympathy” for the Italians, and 
said the work of conquest was 
going forward without encounter- 
ing important obstacles. 

“Our troops in East Africa are 
intact in their effective power,” 
he said. “Their morale is simply 
perfect, while preparations of the 
armed forces on land, on sea and 
in the sky proceed with always ac- 
celerated rhythm.” 

Reply to League. 

Mussolini called attention, with- 
|out comment, to the fact that Italy 
sent an affirmative reply to the 
chief suggestions of the League's 
Conciliation Committee, calling for 
an exchange of views for a possible 
cessation of hostilities and definite 
peace negotiations within the 
framework of th. League. 

He asked the Cabinet to pay 
tribute to Italy’s aviation industry 
“for its volume of production in 
recent months, which is destined to 
be increased, week by week.” 

Of the League’s economic sane- 
tions, Mussolini said: 

“The battle against sanctions 
proceeds everywhere with the 
greatest precision and with suc 
cess, due to the resourcefulness, 
spirit and initiative of producers, to 
the action undertaken by all cen- 
tral auxiliary organizations of the 
regime and to the intelligent con- 
tinued co-operation of Italian work- 
men.” 

Other than listening to the Pre 
mier’s address, the Cabinet trans- 
acted only routine business. 

There was no apparent reason for 
moving up the session, originally 
scheduled for Saturday, except pos- 
sibly to avoid holding it during the 
Easter holidays. 

Among the laws the Ministers 
approved was one creating an agen- 
ey for development of mineral re- 
sources in the East African cok 
onies.

against Federal Judge Halsted L. 
Ritter of Florida introduced wit- 
nesses in the Senate trial today to 
show that the judge appointed a re- 
ceiver for the Whitehall Hotel at 
Palm Beach over the protests of 
bondholders’ attorneys. 

Defense counsel, on cross-exam- 
ination, brought out that while the 
protests were made before Judge 
Ritter appointed Walter 8. Rich- 
ardson as receiver no appeal from 
his decision was taken. 

Albert C. Fordham, West Palm 
Beach attorney, corroborated testi- 
mony yesterday that Bert E. Hol- 
land, Boston attorney representing 
holders of $50,000 of first mortgage 
bonds on the property, appealed to 
Judge Ritter Oct, 28, 1929, to stop 
the receivership on the ground it 
was unnecessary and would be ex- 
pensive. 

He said Judge Ritter told Holland, 
who had first employed Rankin to 
pring a foreclosure suit and then 
dismissed him, that he didn’t want 
any outside lawyers coming into 
Florida courts and starting pro- 
ceedings and then trying to stop 
them. 

No Appeal Taken. 

Frank P. Walsh, defense attorney, 
asked Fordham, who represented 
the Harold Moore bondholding in- 
terests in the property, if any ap- 
peal had been taken from Ritter's 
decision, 

“No,” the witness replied. 

Herbert M. Lautmann, Chicago 
attorney, and Joseph M. McPher- 
gon, member of the firm of Shutts 
& Bowen, Miami law firm, gave tes- 
timony smiliar to that of Fordham. 

Lautmann, who said he repre- 
gented a committee on first mort- 
gage bondholders, said Judge Rit- 
ter had told him he believed the ac- 
tion to stop the suit, once it had 
been brought, was “not in good 
faith.” 

“You could have taken an ap- 
peal or filed a motion if anything 
was wrong about the receivership 
appointed?” Walsh asked. 

“We could have done something, 
but we didn't,” Lautmann replied. 

Recalled for cross-examination on 
his testimony of yesterday, A. L. 
Rankin, former law partner of 
Judge Ritter testified today that 
the first payment of $2500 he made 
in cash to Ritter in discharge of a 
law partnership debt came out of a 
$75,000 receivership fee allowed 
him by the Judge. He said in reply 
to questions that he assumed the 
Judge knew the money came out of 
the receivership fee, because the 
payment was made on the same day 
an advance of $25,000 on the total 
fee was allowed. The Judge, he 
said, knew he was financially un- 
able at the time to pay the $2500 | 
out of other funds. | 

The prosecution charges the $4500 | 
Rankin paid Ritter was “corruptly 
and unlawfully” received.

CHARRED BODIES FOUND AFTER 
FIRE ON GASOLINE BARGE 


Three of Crew Missing in Blaze at 
Hoopersville, Md.; Federal In- 
vestigation Considered.

HOOPERSVILLE, Md., April 8. 
—With the finding of charred 
bones in the wreckage of the pilot 
house, two Federal investigations 
were under consideration today into 
a fire on a gasoline-loaded barge in 
the Chesapeake Bay.

Rogers said the skeletons were 
not complete but the smaller bones 
may have been destroyed in the 
fire. The pilot house was the only 
part of the barge damaged. The 
tanks of gasoline did not cach fire.

The investigators included four 
Department of Commerce inspec- 
tors. 

Eleven bodies were taken to a 
morgue for relatives to claim them. 
The ship caught fire after the 
wreck. 

Through Underbrush. 


Miss Nellie Granger, hostess on 
the California-bound “Sun Racer,” 
Geithousn injured, stumbled four 
miles through the underbrush to a 
forest warden’s home. 

There she telephoned the news 
and insisted in going back to re- 
main with the two injured until 
help came. Later she told the 
story of how the unsuspecting pas- 
sengers hurtled to their deaths. 

The hostess and two survivors 
were in the rear of the plane and 
to that fact they owed their lives. 
That part of the ship did not catch 
fire. 

At the Uniontown Hospital where 
the survivors, C. C. Challinor, Mrs. 
Meyer C. Ellenstein and Miss 
Granger were taken, Dr. William 
McHugh said CWallinor told him: 

“The plane was upside down. I 
knocked out a door and Miss 
Granger got out. Then I climbed 
own.” 

Her Recovery Expected. 

Doctors said today Mrs. Ellenstein, 
the most seriously injured of the 
three survivors, probably will re- 
cover. She suffered ‘a fractured 
jaw, probable fractures of the leg 
and shock. A blood transfusion was 
necessary, but Dr. William A. Mc- 
Hugh Jr, described her condition as 
good. 

Her husband, who is Mayor of 
Newark, N. J., reached UYniontown 
¥ plane. He said Mrs. Ellenstein’s 
chief concern was about her chil- 
dren, She started on the trip to 
visit a daughter, Mrs. Marian Horo- 
witz, ill in a St. Louis hospital. She 
also expected to visit another daugh- 
ter, a student at Northwestern Uni- 
versity.

never had a case, but I’ve dealt 
with many a hard case.’ To him, a 
needy visitor was not Case No. So- 
and-So, he was a man, or a woman, 
with the dignity of pain and suf- 
fering. 


“Life of Service.” 


“Father Dempsey’s life was a life 
of service, lived for others. In this, 
he approached the likeness of our 
Blessed Lord, who said, ‘If any man 
will minister to you, let him be 
your servant.’ He followed the way 
of service, which is the way of true 
success. By his life, he preached 
a sermon like that of the life of the 
Son of God. 

“Behind the joviality and humor 
which everyone saw was a deep 
knowledge: of the worth of human 
souls. The only explanation of 
such a life is to be found in his de- 
sire for souls, that desire which he 
shared with all the saints. 

“When he helped a man, it was 
not primarily because he wanted 
him to be a Catholic, but because 
he was a child of God. Behind the 
wrinkles of age and the scars of 
toil, he saw the soul, and sought it. 
‘Like the Master, he was not su- 
percilious or condescending; he re- 
membered that the least of his 
brethren was as dear to God as 
the rich, the mighty and powerful. 
“The large body of members of 
labor unions here present bears tes- 
timony to the love of the working- 
men for ‘Father Tim.’ He earned 
their affection by his interest in 
them, and his endeavors to obtain 
justice for them.

JACKIE COOGAN DEFEATS 
DAMAGE SUITS FOR $300,000 


California Court Directs Verdict for 
Him in Action Resulting 
From Auto Crash, 

By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., April 8 — 
Jackie Coogan, young screen actor, 
defeated two damage suits against 
him for $300,000 today. 

Superior Judge Frank Swain di- 
rected a jury to bring in a verdict 
for Coogan. The suits were based 
on an automobile accident last year 
in which Coogan’s father, John H. 
Coogan, and three of the actor’s 
friends were killed. 

Judge Swain ruled there was no 
evidence that the elder Coogan, who 
was driving at the time, had been 
drinking, ‘as was charged by rela- 
tives of two of the victims.

Regained Consciousness After ‘Accident; 
Walked Four Miles to Give Word— 
—Led Rescue Efforts.

NEW YORK, April 8.—Miss Nel- 
lie Granger, of Kansas City, Mo., 
hostess of the TWA plane which 
crashed at Uniontown yesterday, 
and in which she escaped death, 
gave the following description of 
the disaster: 

“We were flying in thick weather. 
The engines were roaring along 
smoothly. When it seemed as if 
enougu time had elapsed for us to 
be neafing Pittsburgh I went for- 
ward and asked the pilot when we 
were due. Captain Ferguson leaned 
back and said over his shoulder: 
‘About 10:12.’ 

“I left the cabin and walked down 
the line of passengers, about my job 
of seeing that their belts were fas- 
tened, as is the custom when we are 
about to land. 

“I looked at my watch. It was 
just 10:05.. I fastened the pass- 
enger belt on Mrs. Ellenstein who 
was occupying seat 7. We passed 
a remark about the fact we were to 
land soon. I don’t remember, pre- 


cisely what was said, it was just a 
cordiality. 


Thought It Was Airport. 


“The men, even Mr. Challinor, 
who occupied seat 11, already had 
fastened their seat belts, so I had 
nothing to do but Ik on aft. I 
don’t remcmber whether or not I 
fastened my seat belt—I think I 
must have. I do it sort of auto- 
matically—almost without  think- 
ing. 

“It was only a few minutes after 
I had seen that everything was 
shipsnape when the plane started 
descending. The pilot had told me 
we were flying at a little above 
3000 so I naturally figured we were 
gliding into the airport. 

“It was still pretty foggy. All 
at once while gazing out of the 
window I could see some trees. 
They were terribly close. After 
that came fog again. Then I re- 
member what seemed to be like the 
right wing hitting a tree. It was a 
few seconds—while we seemed sus- 
pended in midair. Then came the 
crash, I must have been knocked 
out. 

She Hears Man Call. 

“When I came to I could see the 
sky above me. I was still dazed. 
There was a gaping hole in the top 
of the fusilage and the wreckage 


was strewn in every direction. I 


pulled myself up from the plane 
and walked — only a few paces, 
I\think. Then I heard @ man 
call. He was outside the plane. I 
grabbed a blanket automatically and 
went over and spread it over him. 
I don’t know why I did, but I did. 
I was in a semi-dazed condition, so 
I started for my emergency kit. I 
thought possibly I might locate it 
in the wreckage of the fusilage. |! 
then heard a woman cough. She 
was Mrs. Elienstein—the only wom- 
an we had on board. 

“I pulled her away from the plane 
at just about the time it started to 
blaze. I did not know how hot the 
fire would get, so I pulled both of 
them as far away as possible. I 
did everything I could for them and 
then started to get help. I looked 
at my watch again. It was a few 
seconds before 10:30. 

“T had to guess at the right di- 
rection in that forest; but I wan- 
dered—half walking and half run- 
ning—until somehow I found a 
path. This led me to an old farm 
road. I followed that. for what 
seemed like hours, finally reacher 
a clearing, in the midst of which 
stood a log cabin. I ran to the 
door, shouted, but received no an- 
swer. I rushed on down the road 


again. 
She Gets Help. 
“IT stumbled on, slipping in the 


mud. Every few steps, but I made 
myself get up again. I finally 
found another farm house. There 
were a woman and her daughter 
there, and I made them understand 
that I wanted to use a telephone at 
once, 


“They told me they had no ’phone, 
but the daughter volunteered to 
show me how to get to the Addis 
place, down the road where there 
was a phone. As soon as I got to 
it, I telephoned news of the crash 
to the TWA office at Pittsburgh. 
Two of the Addis boys and myself 
then went back to the plane. 


“When we reached the wreck the 
boys pulled a door from the ship, 
padded it as best they could and 
used it for a stretcher. The Addis 
brothers carried Mrs. Ellenstein to 
their home where she was given 
first aid. Then they came back 
with an ambulance and help for 
the injured man.”

Burke charged the suit, filed by 
George Jacoby, WPA foreman, last 
week was prepared by Assistant At- 
torney-General Joseph A. Londri- 
gan, a campaign worker for Dr. 
Herman N. Bundesen of Chicago 
who is opposing Gov. Horner for 
the Democratic gubernatorial nom- 
ination. Burke is supporting the 
Governor.

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COURT RECORDS 
MISSING IN CASE 
AGAINST OIL FIRM 


Gasoline Tank Ordinance 
Violation Charge Against 
Monark Corporation Fails 
to Reach Docket. 


The mysterious disappearance of 
Police Court files in the case of the 
Monark Petroleum Corporation, 5101 
Manchester avenue, charged with 
violation of the city ordinance regu- 
lating the installation of gasoline 
tanks, is being investigated by Cor- 
nelius J. O’Brien, clerk of the Po 
lice Courts. 

The case was docketed for City 
Court No. 2 by Assistant City Coun- 
selor George D. Chopin last Dec. 24, 
but he found that it was transferred 
to City Court No. 1 and continued 
to Jan. 7. The court docket for 
Jan. 7 did not include the case and 
files were missing. 

Chopin said nothing to the Build- 
ing Commissioner, Charles A. 
Welsch, or to J. Arthur McLaughiin, 
special filling station inspector who 
had made the complaint, the matter 
apparently being dropped until in- 
quiry was made yesterday by & 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 

Lot Too Small for Tanks. 

Building Commissioner Welsch re- 
called, when questioned, that Bar- 
ney Wides, president of the com- 
pany, had applied for a permit to 
install a 1000-gallon tank and two 
500-gallon tanks on the property at 
the northeast corner of Goodfellow 
boulevard and Easton avenue. Since 
the lot had a frontage of only 42 
feet 6 inches, Welsch said, the per- 
mit was refused because the ordi- 
nance required that tanks may not 
be placed nearer than 30 feet to the 
street or the line of adjoining prop- 
erty. 

However, the company was 
charged with installing the tanks 
last Dec. 6, a report by Captain 
George Dineen of the Page Boule 
vard Station showing that further 
work was stopped because the com- 
pany had no permit. 

Although the large tanks could 
not be used legally, inquiry by a ree 
porter disclosed that gasoline was 
being sold at the station which 
was opened about three years age 
for battery and tire service. Since 
the ordinance applies to installa- 
tion of tanks of 100-gallon capacity 
or more, Wides said, he installed 6 
95-gallan tank and has an addi- 
tional supply in a tank truck hold- 
ing several hundred gallons which 
is kept parked at the station. 

Says He Heard of No Action. 

Wides said he had heard nothing 
of the city’s action against him, 
City Marshal Lilburn G. May said 
his records showed a return was 
made Dec. 22 reporting that no 
service could be obtained because 
the company could not be found. He 
attributed failure to obtain serv- 
ice to a difference in spellling the 
name of the company, his records 
showing the action was against the 
“Monarch” instead of the Monark 
Petroleum Corporation. 

But his return had been placed 
with the missing files. City Court 
Clerk O’Brien said he had no key 
to the files and no explanation 
could be suggested by Deputy 
Clerks William Powers, ~ Charles 
Ogel or George McCormick, who do 
have keys. A search of the files 
was made yesterday to determine 
whether the Monark case had been 
misplaced among other records. 

O'Brien said he did not unde» 
stand why Chopin did not call at- 
tention to disappearance of the 
case from the docket. Chopin said 
he assumed the Building Commis 
sioner’s office had adjusted the dif- 
ficulty. Wides said he wanted te 
buy adjoining property so he can 
use his storage tanks but that the 
owners want too much.

by detectives who overpowered him 
after he pointed a revolver at them 


and threatened to shoot anyone 
who entered. 
The officers, under Detective 


Sergt. James Mobrak, knocked at 
his door at 1:30 a .m., identifying 
themselves. Himeles refused to open 
the door and demanded they prove 
who they were. Mr. and Mrs. At- 
well Rogers, residing across the 
hall, who had been awakened by 
the commotion, saw the detectives’ 
badges and called to Himeles that 
‘his visitors really were policemen, 
Threatened to Shoot. 
Himeles, however, still refused to 
open the door, so Mobrak tele- 
phoned the Page Boulevard District 
for uniformed officers. While they 
were waiting, Himeles, according to 
police, opened the door part way, 
thrust out a pistol and threatened 
to shoot. The officers then rushed 
the door, broke it down and took 
Himeles prisoner. 
Taken to Police Headquarters he 
denied he had robbed Mrs. Russell, 
but was identified by her. After 
she had made the identification 
she picked up an ash tray from 
the desk of the Chief of Detectives 
and attempted to hit Himeles with 
it, but it was taken from her. 
The robbery occurred after Mrs. 
Russell, whose husband was a pub- 
lic school janitor, ‘had been driven 
from her home, 4918 Davison ave- 
nue, to the fortune telling establish- 
ment by Mrs. Clark, who is known 
professionally as “Madame Marie.” 
The robber, who entered while the 
fortune teller was giving another 
woman a reading, forced her into 
the kitchen and approached her 
with a knife in one hand and the 
revolver in the other, she said.

ON HUNT FOR REDFERN 


Canoe Capsizes With Reporter 
Who Had Decided Flyer 
Was Not in Jungle. 


(Copyright, 1936.) 

ALBINA, Dutch Guiana, April 8. 
—Paul Redfern, missing American 
flyer, is not alive in the Dutch 
Guiana jungle, and James A. Ryan, 
leader of an expedition searching 
for uim, gave his life to add this 
fact to solution of the mystery of 
what became of him. 

Ryan was drowned March 27, 
after it had been definitely ascer- 
tained the falsity of the Indian 
story that Redfern, who disap- 
peared on a flight from Georgia 
to Rio de Janeiro eight years ago, 
was alive and was being worshiped 
as a “white god” by savages. 

Ryan, a newspaper man, lost his 
life as he shot down the Maroijne 
River toward Albina to flash the 
news that hopes of Redfern’'s sur- 
vival were false. He was drowned 
when his canoe capsized at the Ma- 
koeba Falls, near the Indian vil- 
lage of Tiporoe. 

On the return trip from the futile 
quest for Redfern the expedition 
was divided into two canoe sections 
March 9. Arthur J. Farrell, repre- 
senting Elbert 8. Waid Post No. 2 
of the American Legion in the 
Canal Zone, headed one section, 
Ryan the other. Farrell is not ex- 
pected to arrive in Albina until the 
end of May. 

Ryan, a Panama Canal Zone 
newspaper man, and three white 
companions, left Paramaribo, Dutch 
Guiana, Feb. 3 on their voyage up 
the Maroijne River and cross-coun- 
try journey to the jungle on the 


| Brazilian border, where, according 


to native reports from the interior, 
Redfern was living. 

The expedition journeyed up the 
Maroijne by Government steamer as 
far as Albina. There it took native 
dugouts for the journey to the 
headwaters of the Maroijne, where 
the expedition had to strike over- 
land. 

Feb. 25 the expedition reached 
Tipoli, on the Poloimeu River, a 
branch of the Maroijne. It was 
from Tipoli that Ryan filed his last 
dispatch, one that was carried 
down to Albina by canoe and ra- 


dioed to New York, March 15. 


There the searchers encountered 
an Indian who told a convincing 
story of having heard that Red- 
fern was alive in the Hinterlands 
ruled by a chief named Sapakanu, 
but his story proved worthless.

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SMALL BALLOON SENT UP 
25 MILES, SOVIET REPORTS 


Instruments Record 63 Below Zero 
and Sharp Drop in Air 
Pressure. 


By the Associated Press. 

NOVOSIBIRSK, U. S&S. S. R., April 
8.—Soviet authorities announced to- 
day that a small, automatic radio 
balloon, sent up from the Novosi- 
birsk meteorological station, had 
reached a height of more than 26 
miles. 

They declared this to be the high- 
est a man-made instrument has ever 
ascended. The exact altitude regis 
tered on the instruments of the 
balloon, which did not carry pas 
sengers, was 42,200 meters—138,- 
451.16 feet. This is 5577 feet higher 
than the altitude reached by a sim- 
ilar balloon sent up from Kiev Feb. 


The temperature of the air fell 
from 3% degrees below zero, centi- 
grade, at the ground, to 53 below at 


lew at the peak height. (In Fahr- 
enheit, the three readings would be 
25% above zero, 63% below zero 
and 38 below zero.) 

The air pressure during the ascent 
decreased from 757 millimeters at 
the ground to only 4 millimeters at 
the highest point.

Spokesmen Testify Plan Is 


‘Impossible,’ Will Hurt 
Business and _ Probably 
Federal Income. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 8.— The 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee ended its hearings on the new 
tax bill early today. At the final 
sessions of the committee five 
spokesmert for the Chamber . of 
Commerce of the United States 
opposed the measure, saying it 
would injure business and might 
reduce Federal revenues. 

Urging the committee not to re- 
place the existing system of corpo- 
rate taxation with a “gamble,” Fred 
H. Clausen, chairman of the cham- 
ber’s committee on Federal finance, 
said the proposed bill was “impos- 
sible.” He said it was capable of 
beth hampering busiress and “em- 
barrassing” the administration by 
low yield in depression years. 
Chairman Doughton of the com- 
mittee told reporters as the hear- 
ing ended that “we ought to have 
a bill ready for the House early 
next week.” 
Committee Democrats are expect- 
ed to meet today to decide whether 
any alterations should be made in 
the revenue plan before it is draft- 
ed into final bill form. Indica- 
tions are that the measure will 
emerge from the committee with 
its proposals intact for remodeling 
the corporation tax structure and 
applying a windfall tax on proces- 
sors who evaded AAA tax pay- 
ments, 

Banker Attacks Proposal. 
Roy O. Osgood, vice-president of 
the First National Bank of Chi- 
cago, asserted the new corporate 
tax plan would halt the establish- 


and, tend to turn investments to 
tax exempt securities. 


“Complexities in Program” 
Henry B. Fernald, senior part- 
ner in a New York firm of certi- 
fied public accountants,’ speaking 
as a Chamber of Commerte rep- 
resentative, insisted that the pro- 
posal “cannot help but penalize 
any conservative financial policies 
of corporations” and that the com- 
plex tax rates would confound tax- 
payers with “a series of unknown 
quantities.” 
Fernald said that under the bill 
large corporations would swallow 
small ones. 


Agreeing with that argument, 
Representative Knutson (Rep.) 
Minn., said that probably it would 
“drive little men to the wall and 
leave big ones in control of the 
food supply. 

“It is quite probable,” 
said. 

“And they would be able to fix 
prices to the farmers and consu- 
mers; in other words, we'll be 
caught in a nutcracker.” 

Knutson added that Henry Ford, 
General Motors, A. T. & T. and 
other big industrial companies had 
not appeared before the committee 
in opposition to the program. 

“They would like to,” Chairman 


Fernald 


Doughton interrupted, “but they 
are too smart to come.” 
“Of course,” Knutson retorted, 


“they realize if the program goes 
into effect it will drive small com- 
petitors to the wall and let them 
have a monopoly.” 
Fernald asserted the actual rate 
schedules under the corporate tax 
plan were so complex, “that I do 
not believe anyone could attempt 
off hand to state what the tax 
would be in any particular situa- 
tion.” 

Greater Inequalities Predicted. 


Two more Chamber spokesmen, 
Elisworth C. Alvord, Washington 
attorney, and Raymond H. Berry, 
Detroit attorney, followed Fernald. 
Alvord, a former assistant to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, said the 
tax plan would create inequities 
rather than correct them. The 
chamber’s Finance Committee was 
convinced, he said, that the pro- 
gram would have a “substantial ad- 
verse effect” on economic and busi- 
ness conditions, to the detriment of 
recovery and employment. 
Alvord said the corporate tax 
plan was “utterly impracticable 
and unworkable,” that it would 
“create greater inequalities, serious

“Running Business Ragged.” 


Clausen, a manufacturer from 
Horicon, Wis., listed four other tax 
bills in the last four years, and de- 
clared with slow emphasis: “You 
will pardon the expression if I say 
that you are “running us ragged.” 
Noting that President Roosevelt 
had called on business in his relief 
message to help reduce unemploy- 
ment, Clausen urged the committee 
to “give business an opportunity” 
to meet the challenge of the Presi- 
dent “which I hope is friendly.” 
“This is a period when the Gov- 
ernment cannot afford to gamble 
in this manner with its revenue,” 
he said, adding that the tax plan 
would place an excessive burden on 
struggling industry and tend to 
substitute public for private con- 
trol “in important fiscal operations 


Clausen listed 17 separate criti- 
cisms. He said it would “cause 
corporate management to be con- 
trolled, in its decisions on fiscal 


actions rather than by good busi- 
ness judgment.” 


“This plan would favor the well 
established, fully financed corpora- 
tions at the expense of the smaller 
industries, he stated. “It presents 
the danger that corporate manage- 
ment would be subject to serious 
criticism and even law suits if lib- 
eral aividend policies were followed 
to escape taxes and give rise to 
charges of dissipation of assets.” 


Calls for Cut in Spending. 
Clausen told the committee he 
was opposed to any tax increase 
“which does not couple with it re- 
ductions in governmental expendi- 
tures.” He added business meh of 
the country examining the budgets 
of the last three years “are asking 
questions about the increases in 
ordinary expenditures.” 


He asserted that during the four 
years 1930-1933, industry employed 
1,300.000 men who could not have 
been given work #f adequate re- 
serves had not been built up. 

In answer to a question by 
Doughton, Clausen said that be- 
tween the proposed tax on undivid- 
ed corporate surpluses and a manu- 
facturer’s sales tax he would prefer 
the latter. .

Approves Pians for Viaduct Over 
Kingshighway Tracks, and Ex- 
tension of Roadway. 

Bills authorizing the elimination 
of the Missouri Pacific Railroad 
grade crossing at Kingshighway 
near Shaw avenue and extension of 
the express highway from Vande- 
venter to Chouteau avenue were 
approved yesterday by Mayor Dick- 
mann. The express highway, now 
under construction, is to skirt 
Gratiot street and the southern 
border of Forest Park between 
Vandeventer avenue and Skinker 
boulevard. 

The grade crossing elimination

control today of all but two of Wis- 
consin’s 24 delegates to the Repub- 
lican National Convention, on the 
basis of incomplete returns from 
yesterday's primary election. 

While several contests were so 
close that Borah’s margin might be 
reduced in the finai count, his can- 
didates generally prevailed over the 
State party organization's unin- 
structed slate. 

In the presidential preference 
primary, however, President Roose- 
velt was a 2-to-l1 choice over Borah, 
on the basis of available returns. 

The presidential primary was 
purely advisory, having no effect 
on the delegate contests.

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ALDERMEN APPROVE 
BOND ELECTION BILLS 


Hold Last Meeting of Fiscal 
Year and Adjourn 
Sine Die. 


The Board of Aldermen held its 
jJast. meeting of the fiscal year to 
day and adjourned sine die after 
adopting legislation to place before 
the voters at the Aug. 4 election 
bond issue proposals involving 
plaza and other improvements. 


The proposals were to reduce the 
$1,900,000 voted in May, 1934, for 
beautification of the Memorial 
Plaza to $1,400,000, of which $1, 
000,000 is for the Soldiers’ Memorial 
Building and appropriate $500,000 
for additional sewers, $250,000 for 
new fire engine houses and equip- 
ment and $100,000 for the embellish- 
ment of the Aloe Plaza, opposite 
Union Station. The bills authoriz- 
ing the proposals were passed, 24 
to 4. Dissenters were Aldermen 
Nick Reidy, John R. Silay, Gregory 
Murray and Charles Routledge. Al- 
derman Whitelaw Terry was ab- 
sent. 

It was explained that in effect 
the $500,000 saved through the re- 
duction of the $1,900,000 bond-issue 
item would be applied on the sewer 
construction, and that there was a 
balance of $117,000 in the original 
appropriation for the Aloe Plaza, 
but that the City Law Department 
had hel dthat the money could not 
be used for the beautification pro- 
gram, The only addition to the 
city’s indebtedness would be the 
$250,000 item for fire engine houses 
in St. Louis Hills, in Southwest St. 
‘Jouls, and at Third and Vine 
streets, and for new equipment. 

A bill which would have author- 
ized the Municipal Art Commission 
to make recommendations on the 
design of private structures erect- 
ed within 300 feet of a plaza, park 
or playground was defeated by a 
vote of 15 to 13. . 

The bill sponsored by motion pic- 
ture machine operators; under 
which the union rule of an oper- 
ator fo reach movie machine would 
have become an ordinance require- 
ment, was allowed to die in the 
Public Safety Committee. Alder- 
man Hubert Hoeflinger, chairman 
of the committee, explained that a 
new bill would be introduced at 
the next session of the Aldermen, 
and that there would be public 
hearings on the subject. The bill 
was opposed by theater owners. 

Other Bills Which Died. 

Other bills allowed to die with 
the session were: The proposed 20- 
year franchise to the McKnab Gas 


Co. of Winfield, Kan., for use of the: 


streets in piping natural gas into 
the city; elimination of the Mis- 
souri Pacific grade crossing at 
Chippewa street by a viaduct, which 
was opposed by neighboring prop- 
erty owners; reduction of the 
working day of employes of city 
institutions from the present day of 
10 and 12 hours to eight hours. The 
latter measure would have added 
$750,000 to the city’s annual pay- 
roll, it was estimated. 

Alderman Phelim O'Toole, Thir- 
teenth Ward, stated that the grade 
crossing bill would be introduced 
after further conferences with 
property owners, who prefer an un- 
derpass to the viaduct provided for 
im the bill which was killed. 

Although the Aldermen adjourned 
without setting a date for their 
next meeting, the city charter pro- 
vides for a meeting on the third 
Tuesday of the month, Apri) 21. 


AWARD TO FORMER WIFE 


Court Decides George W. Welsh 
Must Pay $688. 

Mrs, Terese G. Welsh of Los An- 
geles was awarded a judgment yes- 
terday by the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals for $688 against her former 
husband, George W. Welsh, vice- 
president of the East St. Louis 
Light & Power Co. The amount 
was alleged to be due under a con- 
tract executed in November, 1932, 
whereby Welsh agreed to pay $300 
a month for the support of Mrs. 
Welsh, but later reduced the allow- 
ance to $200 a month. The reduc- 
tion occurred after Mrs. Welsh ob- 
tained a divorce. 

The Appellate Court decision re- 
versed a ruling by the Circuit Court, 
which held that property rights 
were to be determined in the di- 
voree suit, based on the present in- 
come of the husband. Mrs. Weish’s 
attorney, Grover C. Sibley, contend- 
ed that the issue of alimony was 
not raised in the divorce case and 
that the property rights were set- 
tied in the maintenance contract.

NAZI EDICT ABDLISHES 


PRIVATE GRADE SCHOCL 


Decree Effective Sunday When 
Jewish Children Must Leave 
Public System. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, April 8.—Bernhard 
Rust, Prussian Commissioner for 
Culture and Education, abolished 
all private grammar schools in Ger- 


many yesterday. 

His decree becomes effective next 
Sunday at the same time all Jewish 
school children from 6 to 14 years 
of age must leave public schools. 

Rust declared the maintenance 
of private grammar schools would 
be contrary to the educational prin- 
ciples of national Socialism. 


The edict against Jewish schoo! 
chiilldren was published by Rust 
last September. He said at that 
time, however, special public 
schools for Jews would be opened. 

Separation of Aryan and non- 
Aryan students in higher schools 
has been in effect since 1933. 

The edict against the Jewish 


students is based on race records 
rather than religion.

WASHINGTON, April 8.—In a de- 
fense of large AAA payments and 
an appeal to Congress for direc- 
tions concerning their publication, 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
said yesterday, “We will be pleased 
to have a definite policy established 
by legislative authority.”

more than $10,000 a year. 

Farmers in the various states, 
Wallace said in a radio talk, know 
generally who obtained large bene- 
fits in their own localities. He said 
he thought the wisest course prob- 
ably would be to make the facts 
known as soon as possible. Wallace 
recalled that many of the larger 
payments were used to repay Gov- 
ernment loans. 

“Thus far,” he said, “I have heard 
no suggestion that we should have 
excluded the large landowners from 
the AAA program. We have no 
right to exclude them even if we 
had wanted to, and we did not want 
to. The payments under adjust- 
ment programs were not subsidies.: 
They were made to compensate for 
the sacrifice by farmers who cut 
acreage out of the cash crops.”

COLOR PHOTOS OF ECLIPSE 
TO BE TAKEN IN SIBERIA 


Scientists Will Sail From New 
York Friday to Meke Obser- 
vations. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April & — Na- 

tional Geographical Society and 

Georgetown University scientists 


said today they would attempt to 
make the first true color photo- 
graphs of an eclipse of the sun, 
June 19 in Siberia. 

The five members of the party 
will sail from New York for Kus- 
tanai, Siberia, Friday, taking col- 
or cameras and special film never 
used before on eclipse work. 

Kustania, just northwest of the 
Caspian Sea, is about 1300 miles 
east of Leningrad. 

Work of the expedition will in- 
clude analysis of sun's corona, di- 
rect photographs of the eclipse, re- 
cording of the intensity of light at 
various stages, and a check of the 
exact time when the eclipse begins 
and ends. 

The scientists, headed by Dr. 
Paul A. McNally, director of the 
Georgetown Observatory, will at- 
tempt to take direct color photo- 
graphs in which all of the light is 
recorded on the same film.

HAIFA, Palestine, April 8 (Jew- 
ish Telegraphic Agency).—Police 
patrolled this city last night after 
a false rumor that Jews had killed 
four Hauranis (members of an Arab 
sect) :a a passover ritual resulted 
in an Arab demonstration and an 
attack on the police station. 

A mob raided the Eastern Euro- 
pean quarters, attacking Jews and 
injuring several. A rumor spread 
that the bodies of the Arabs were 
in the police station and the mob 
attacked it. Police finally restored 
order. 

The Hebrew daily, Doar Hayon, 
said that the incident had been 


traced to Nazi propaganda.

LEAGUE INQUIRY 
INTO CHARGE ITALY 
~ USES POISON GAS 


Committee of 13 Names 
Sub-Committee to Inves- 


tigate Specific Com- 
plaints From Ethiopia.

GENEVA, April 8—The League 
of Nations’ Committee of 13 ap- 
pointed a subcommittee of jurists 
today to investigate charges that 
Italy is using poison gas in Ethi- 
opia. 

At the same time, the committee— 


which is made up of every member 
of the League Council except Italy 
—empowered its president, Salvador 
de Madariaga of Spain, to try to 
learn Premier Mussolini's terms for 
making peace. De Madariaga was 
instructed to talk to Baron Pompeo 
Aliosi, the Italian delegate to the 
League, when the latter comes to 
Geneva tomorrow. 

Anthony Eden, Foreign Secretary 
of Great Britain, gavé the commit- 
tee a specific list of alleged occa- 
sions on which Italian troops used 
poison gas. The list follows: 

Emperor Haile Selassie, in a tele- 
gram to the League, accused the 
Italians of using poison gas along 
the Takkaze River on Dec. 28. 

Dr. Melly of the British Red Cross 
testified to having treated about 
100 serious cases of mustard gas 
burns during the three days up to 
and including March 1. This was 
supported by photographs taken by 
a British ambulance unit March 4. 
Dr. MacFie of the British ambu- 
lance unit testified that between 
March 1 and 16 he personally saw 
and treated several hundred Ethi- 
opian men, women and children suf- 
fering from burns caused by mus- 


tard gas. 

Other Reports. 
A certified copy of a report by 
a Norwegian ambulance unit on the 
southern front showed 21 cases of 
mustard gas burns caused by one 
bomb March 19. 
A Swedish ambulance unit report- 
ed that it treated gas cases on the 
southern front in December. 
Dr. Junod of the International 
Red Cross and Count von Rosen of 
the Swedish Red Cross saw gas 
used at Quoram March 17 and were 
themselves affected by it. 
An Irish surgeon attached to the 
Ethiopian Red Cross stated that 
during the last week of December 
and the first week of January he 
personally saw 30 cases of mustard 
gas burns between Quoram and 
Makale. 
De Madariaga said after the 
meeting that he intended to see the 
Ethiopian delegate as well as the 
Italian representative concerning 
possible peace terms. He is to 
make his report to the Committee 
of 13 when it reconvenes at 4 p. 
m. tomorrow. 

Britain Seeks Delay. 

Britain entered the committee’s 
discussion frankly determined to 
fight against any further delay in 
opening real peace negotiations. It 
was indicated Britain would resist 
any attempt to postpone considera- 
tion of steps to suspend East Afri- 
can hostilities. 
Foreign Minister Pierre-Etienne 
Flandin of France expressed the 
opinion that the committee should 
obtain exact information on 
charges that the Ethiopian army 
was using dumdum bullets, and on 
Italian charges of Ethiopian atroci- 
ties on Italian wounded and pris- 
oners. 

The committee agreed that infor- 
mation on these points also should 
be sought of the Red Cross. 

Joseph A. C. Avenol, Secretary- 
General of the League, pointed out 
that use of poison gas was a viola- 
tion of a Geneva convention but 
charges concerning dumdum bullets 
and atrocities fell under a Hague 
convention. 

Mexico Files Protest. 


While the Conciliation Committee 
was holding its first meeting, Mex- 
ico filed a protest against “paraly- 
zation” of sanctions against Italy, 
and declared it did not desire to 
participate in any conciliatory 
action which might make the sanc- 
tions ineffective. 

Gonzalo Zaldumbide of Ecuador 
conceded that a direct communica- 
tion might come from his Govern- 
ment to the effect that Ecuador 
was abandoning sanctions. That 
Ecuador had reached this decision 
was reported in Rome a few days 
ago. There was no confirmation at 
that time. French sources said the 
League had received such a mes- 
sage from Ecuador, but Zaldumbide 
said he had not yet made the com- 
munication. : 

The Mexican protest, presen:ed to 
Dr. Augusto Vasconcellos of Por- 
tugal, chairman of the Sanctions 
Committee of 18, said: 

“It is our duty to inform you 
that Mexico believes that since 
March, when peace negotiations 
were suggested, every one supposed 
that would not signify either para- 
lyzation or delay in application of 
sanctions against the country 
branded an aggressor. 

“Furthermore, when the sugges- 
tion for conciliation was accepted,

ALGEBRAIC FORMULA 
FOR COMPUTING TAX 
UNDER NEW BILL 


Complicated Method for Cor- 
porations Given in House 
Sub-Committee Report. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 8.—Repre- 
sentative Crowther (Rep.), New 
York, says a way has been worked 
out whereby corporations subject to 
the proposed new tax program could 
compute their tax bill by algebra. 

The method, he announced at last 
night’s tax hearing, was contained 
in a confidential section of a House 
subcommittee’s report. If the por- 
tion of a corporation’s earnings 
withheld from stosckholders did not 
coincide exactly with any particu- 
lar percentage given in rate sched- 
ules, the tax could be computed 
with this formula: 

“X equals [A minus B over C 
minus B times (E minus D)] plus 
D where 

“X equals rate of tax on adjusted 
net income; 

“A equals per cent of undistribut- 
ed net income to adjusted net in- 
come; 

“B equals bracket per cent next 
smaller than ‘A’; 

“C equals bracket per cent next 
larger than ‘A’; 

“D equals rate of tax on bracket 
next smaller than ‘A’; 

“And E equals rate of tax on 
bracket next larger than ‘A’.” 


TOBACCO COMPACT BILL 
ATTACKED AND DEFENDED 


Short, Missouri, Tells House It Is 
Attempt to Circumvent Supreme 
Court Decision.

WASHINGTON, April 8.—Repub- 
licans in the House today attacked 
the tobacco compact bill. 

Representative Dewey Short 
(Rep.), Missouri, asserted the pro- 
posal under which tobacco growing 
states would enact similar produc- 
tion control legislation, was “un- 
sound, unconstitutional and un- 
American.” 

“This ig just a stubborn refusal to 
realize the failure of the AAA and 
an attempt to circumvent the Su- 
preme Court’s decision,” he said. 

Supporting the measure, Chap- 
man (Dem.), Kentucky, said the 
only way the price of tobacco could 
be controlled was by production 
control. ; 

“The Supreme Court says control 
cannot be exercised by the Federal 
Government and if it is to be exer- 
cised the only hope is through state 
governments,” Chapman said. 

“One state cannot do it alone, and 
the tobacco growing states must get 
together.” 

Chapman said he had been in- 
formed Gov. Chandler was willing 
to call a special session of the Ken- 
tucky Legislature to consider com- 
pact control legislation. 

Vinson (Dem.), Kentucky, de- 
clared the compact plan would en- 
able growers to obtain a “living 
price instead of a poverty price” for 
tobacco.

FRANCE ADVANCES 
PLA TO ORGANIZE 
FUROPE FOR PEACE 


Proposes Commission With 
Dictatorial Powers to En- 
force Treaties and Inter- 
national Law. _ . / 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, April 8—Peace, --with 
permanent air, land and sea forces 
to maintain it, was provided in a 
French plan,’ published today, to- 
organize Europe with or ‘without 
Germany, in the aftermath of Ger- 
many’s denouncing of World War 
treaties. 

The French plan turned down 
Adolf Hitler’s proposals for settle- 


ment of the European crisis, ex- 
pressing distrust of Germany’s fu- 
ture intentions and demanded flatly 
that Hitler refrain from violating 
European frontiers in the future. 

“Does Germany recognize as val- 
uable, and without any reservation, 
the present territorial and political 
status of Europe?” the French 
memorandum asked in reply to 
Hitler’s proposals. “Does she ad- 
mit in this respect that this status 
may be guaranteed by accords con- 
cluded on the basis of mutual as- 
sistance?” 


Makes Memorandum Public. 
The French Government made 
public its memorandum to advance 
its counter-proposals, against those 
dispatched to the British Govern- 
ment by Hitler, to quiet the contro- 
versy arising from Germany's 
Rhineland remilitarization in viola- 
tion of the Versailles and Locarno 
treaties. 

Almost dictatorial powers, to 
compel disarmament and to  en- 
force respect for treaties and inter- 
national law, would be vested in a 
“European commission” under the 
French plan. 

The 1000-word program, in 25 
paragraphs on 15 subjects, was di- 
vided into four parts, accompanied 
by a note to Britain, rejecting Hit- 
ler’s plan for negotiation of sepa- 
rate treaties as “equivocal” and 
evading the heart of the problem.

That suggestion drew more letters 
than any recent column. Nearly 
all approved the general idea, but 
some revealed why it can’t be car- 
ried out. Boiled down, they said 
this: Such a reduction in the cost 
of housing may cut in half twenty 
billions of present value of real es- 
tate where these people now live. 


That is not true, because there 
are compensating factors. But it 
is what some powerful people think, 
and it is enough to force the Gov- 
ernment to the principle of grant 
and subsidy as the only feasible so- 
lution. 

The Government should not com- 
pete with industry, but assisting an 
industry to achieve low cost by 
mass production is a very different 
matter. Nobody has a right to op- 
pose progress to protect investment 
—especially when decent roofs over 
80,000,000 heads are involved. That 
opposition will prevail, but it is 
Swinishly selfish and economically 
immoral.

During the fight for repeal of the 
prohibition amendment she toured 
the country as head of the Women’s 
Organization for Prohibition Re- 
form, speaking in St. Louis in 1930.

DANIEL M. CLEMSON, FORMER 
PARTNER OF CARNEGIE, DIES 


Director of Score of Corporations 
Was Active 50 Years in 
Steel Industry. 

By the Associated Press. 

PITTSBURGH, Pa., April 8. — 
Daniel M. Clemson, one of the “Car- 
negie partners” who helped. build a 
steel empire which later became the 
United States Steel Corporation, 
died yesterday. He was 83 years 
old. 

For half a century Mr. Clemson 
was active in the steel world. He 
was a director of a score of corpo- 
rations, most of them subsidiaries 
of United States Steel. He retired 
a decade ago and devoted his atten- 
tion to philanthropy and social 
service. 

He was born near Bellefonte, Pa.., 
May 23, 1853. He began his career 
in the steel and coal industries in 
his early 20s, heading several coal 
and coke companies before his ap- 
pointment as general manager and 
later president of the Carnegie Nat- 
ural Gas Co. 

In that post he became a confi- 
dential adviser of Andrew Carnegie. 
On formation of the United States 
Steel Corporation, Mr. Clemson was 
one of the Carnegie partners who 
became many, times a millionaire 
through the consolidation. He be- 
came a vice-president of the cor- 
poration in charge of oil and gas 
interests. 


NOBEL PRIZE WINNER DIES 


Dr. Robert Barany Succumbs in 

Upsala, Sweden; 60 Years Old. 
By the Associated Press. 

UPSALA, Sweden, April 8. — Dr. 
Robert Barany, 60 years old, win- 
ner of the 1914 Nobel prize for 
medicine, died today. He was born 
in Vienna, and attained fame by 
his researches in surgery, particu- 
larly as applied to ear and throat 
diseases. He worked out a method 
for the objective diagnosis of one- 
sided deafness. 

In 1915 he was captured by the 
Russians while serving as an army 
doctor at Przymysl, but was later 
released as an invalid. He came 
to Sweden in 1917. _

FRANCE ADVANCES 


PLAN TO ORGANIZE 
EUROPE FOR PEACE 


France’s memorandum said, were 
equality, independence and respect 
for engagements. 

It took all Europe as a proper 
province for regional accords of mu- 
tual assistance, but said that if any 
state failed to join the pian, it still 
could be effective. 

Need for “a common resorvoir of 
raw materials” and opportunity for 
commercial “expansion,” the memo- | 
randum said, required changes in 
colonial tariffs and thorough reor- 
ganization of international tariffs, 
even to the point of a sort of “cus- 


jtems union” among certain coun- 


tries. 
Economic Pacts Proposed. 

The Freneh declared that there 
could be no prosperity without 
peace but that once peace was es 
tablished “an economic co-operation 
of peoples” should be organized. 

It was suggested that “a preferen 
tial system applicable to inter-Eu- 
ropean” commerce be organized. It 
was suggested that this system 
“might go so far as a partial or to- 
tal custoos union” in special cases. 

The general idea of co-operation 
was suggested also for monetary 
stability. 

The whole system would be with- 
in the League of Nations, utilizing 
the present League bodies and em- 


dressed to London, as were Hitler's 
proposals, declared that the efforts 
of the Locarno Powers to concil- 
iate the Rhineland crisis “found no 
echo from the German Govern- 
ment.” 

The note said: “The Reich Gov- 
ment claims that it truly brings by 
its ‘peace plan’ a decisive contribu- 
tion to the reconstruction of a new 
Europe. This contribution, unfor- 
tunately, is more apparent than 
real.” 

The document then takes up each 
of Hitler's proposals, criticising 
them adversely. It contends the 
German Government met the “gen- 
erous dispositions” of the Locarno 
treaty Powers only by a refusal. 

Branding the occupation of the 
demilitarized Rhineland by Ger- 
man troops as “a hostile act,” it 
declares France would have been 
“justified to take without delay 
proper measures to re-establish the 
legal situation and to put down ‘the 
hostile act.’” 

Hitler’s objections to the Locarno 
Treaty as injuring Germany’s hon- 
or were sharply disputed by the 
French as “without foundation, di- 
rect or indirect.” 

Defends Treaty With Russia. 

Again defending the French-Rus- 
sian mutual assistance pact, France 
criticised Hitler for failing to of- 
fer a non-aggression pact to Rus- 
sia. 

The memorandum declared that 


Gereany refused to take the issue 
to The Hague Court of Interna- 
tional Justice because it “would 
have condemned” the German ar- 
guments that the French-Russian 
treaty violated the Locarno pact. 

Aside from the enforcament of 
peace, the French suggested that 
the proposed European commission 
would be empowered to order the 
disarmament of member countries 
by a two-thirds majority, but that 
members would have the right of 
appeal to some supreme arbitral 
tribunal. 

“The equality of right,” the plan 
said, “does not prevent a state, vol- 
untarily and in the common inter- 
est, from limiting, in certain cases, 
the exercise of its sovereignty and 
rights.” 

Peace by Force of Arms. 

The enforcement section of the 
plan reads: “To fulfill their duty 
and to give mutual assistance, the 
states associated in the European or 
regional framework will keep per- 
manently at the disposition of the 
European commission or the League 
Council, special air, land and sea 
forces.” 

Hitler's suggestion of a “25-year 
peace” has its counterpart in the 
French proposal that the plan must 
be effective anc unchanged for 25 
years. 

An exception to this would be 
that, if some nation joins later, 
there would be alterations to meet 
the situation, especially along the 
lines of “collective security through 
mutual assistance and disarma- 
ment.” 

The French memorandum made 
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several general observations that 
recall recent happenings, but no- 
where in the plan itself was Ger- 
many mentioned. 

The plan said: “There can be no 
durable peace among peoples if that 
peace is subject to the fluctuations 
of the needs or ambitions of every 
people.” 

It added that there could be no 
real international security unless all 
differences were settled according 
to “international law, obligatory for 
all, interpreted by impartial and 
supreme international jurisdiction, 
and guaranteed by the forces of al! 
associates of the international com- 
munity.”

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But Not Yet Time for Rewriting 
Constitution, Norman Thomas Says 


Would Specifically Empower Congress to En- 
act Social and Economic Legislation for Wel- 
fare of Farmers, Workers and Consumers. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 8-—Active 
support for a specific amendment 
te the Constitution con*rring upon 


Congress power to enact social and 
economic legislation was urged by 
Norman Thomas in an address over 
the National Broadcasting System 
last night. Speaking on the topic, 
“A Socialist Looks at the Constitu- 
tion,” he expressed the opinion that 
any thought of a general rewriting 
of the document was premature, 
since public discussion had not gone 
far enough. He closed with the 
statement that the hope of making 
essential changes in orderly and 
peaceful fashion may depend upon 
enactment of the “workers’ rights 
amendment.”* 

He said: 

“The Constitution of the United 
States is an able document which 
served its day and generation well. 
That was the day and generation 
when America was new, unpeopled, 
and powder-driven machinery was 
relatively unknown. It was the pe 
riod of vigorous and expanding cap- 
italism which wanted a _ strong 
enough central government to end 
the chaos which existed under the 
articles of confederation and to 
protect property rights. Beyond 
that it wanted no interference; 
hence a government of checks and 
balances. Ours is a day of coliec- 

ivism of great machinery managed 

der a disintegrating caiptalism. 
We look forward to a government 
fit to use that machinery in estab- 
lishing a co-operative common- 
wealth. Logically and inevitably 
that will require the framing of a 
new Constitution. 

“Not a Religious Document.” 

“The Constitution itself provides 
for a new Constitution and conven- 
tion. Nevertheless as a Socialist 
I do not want to call such a con- 
vention tomorrow or next year. We 
are not ready for it. Discussion 
has not gone far enough; the dy- 
namic forces of change are not 
well enough developed. We can 

carry on fairly well with three 
changes: 

“1. The end of the mischievous 
religion of the Constitution. That 
document was written in Philadel- 
phia and Philadelphia is—and was 
~~ long way from Sinai. The able 
men who wrote it knew what they 
wanted. It was, they agreed, some- 
thing stronger than the Articles of 
Confederation, but, as to what that 
something should be, compromise, 
as the Beards have told us, was 
necessary. Particularly it was a 
compromise between the land-own- 
ing, more especially the slave-own- 
ing property owners, and the rising 
mercantile and manufacturing 
classes. 

“It proved a fairly satisfactory 
and workable compromise when the 
capitalist system was in its vigor- 
ous prime, yet at one point it had 
to be interpreted by four years of 
devastating civil war. This record 
proves no divine inspiration. Nor 
did the manner of its original adop- 
tion entitle the Constitution to re- 
spect as representing the popular 
will. It was only adopted after a 
struggle which proved that our 
worthy ancestors would be quite at 
home in manipulating a modern po- 
litical machine. In this respect the 
men of the horse and buggy age 
were not so far behind the age of 
the automobile. 

“Even the most cursory examina- 
tion of the preachers of the doc- 
trine that there is one holy Consti- 
tution and that the Supreme Court 
is its prophet will be enough to es- 
tablish the fact that they are bet- 
ter judges of profits than of proph- 
ets. Not for nothing have the sons 
of the Hamiltonians become pseudo- 
Jeffersonians. Their fathers want- 
ed a government strong enough to 
establish uniform currency, to give 
them a tariff, and certain internal 
improvements. The sons who in- 
herited the benefits of this federa)- 
ist development became strict con- 
structionists and advocates of 
states’ rights, because most of the 
great corporations in which they 
are interested are mightier than 
the states. 

“If the Federal Government can- 
mot effectively regulate our eco- 
nomic and social life, the job can't 
ao — at all; certainly not by

Conflicting Opinions on Bench. 

“3. Most important of all, we 
must make democracy constitution- 
al. Today in an economic emergen- 
cy the people do not rule, but an 
old Constitution interpreted by a 
court which sits as a supreme leg- 
islature or a continuing constitu- 
tional convention. 

“What the court is doing is not 
to interpret clear principles of law. 
That is proved by the most super- 
ficial study of its conflicting de- 
cisions and of its own divisions 
with the ablest Judges often in the 
minority. In its decisions under 
the due process of law clause, the 
interstate commerce clause, etc., the 
Judges have been reading their own 
prejudices into the Constitution. 
“One need not have been en- 
thusiastic for NRA or AAA to de- 
plore the manner of their taking 
off or to be alarmed by the implica- 
tions of Judge Roberts’ decision that 
there is no power to act in an 
emergency to regulate agriculture 
or industry adequately since the 
Federal Government cannot do it 
constitutionally, and the State gov- 
ernments cannot do it practically. 
The historian of the future may 
find in recent opinions of the court 
and some that are to come, paral- 
lels to the Dred Scott decision in 
paving the way for civil strife. 
Workers’ Rights Amendment. 
“This problem cannot be solved 
without constitutional amendment. 
Mere congressional legislation on 
the subject is open to objections 
that I have not time to discuss. The 
constitutional amendment should 
not be a mere negative denial of 
power to the courts over congres- 
sional — as distinct from state— 
legislation. This, for two reasons: 
(1) We want in time of threatening 


tyranny to save whatever protection 


the courts may give to civil and re- 
ligious liberty—a type of liberty ut- 
terly different from the right to 
grab what you can and keep what 
you grab, a type of liberty of eter- 
nal validity; (2) we want to settle 


to protect the right of my state, but 
the Constitution itself reserves to 
the states power which Congress 
has usurped. In the name of the 
Constitution, I defy Congress.’ 

“Clearly the thing to do is posi- 
tively to confer upon Congress 
power to enact necessary social 
and economic legislation for the 
welfare of the farmers, workers 
and consumers of America. To this 
end the Farmers’ and Workers’ 
Rights Amendment was drawn up. 
It was introduced in Congress by 
Vito Marcantonio. The exact word- 
ing of the amendment is still under 
discussion and is open to improve- 
ment. The national executive com- 
mittee of the Socialist party is now 
considering it in this form: 

“Section 1. The Congress shall 
have the power to regulate, limit 
and prohibit the labor of persons 
under eighteen (18) years of age; 
to limit the work time and estab- 
lish minimum compensation of 
wage earners in any or all occu- 
pations; to protect by law the 
right of all employes to organ- 
ize and bargain collectively with 
their employers; to provide for 
the relief of the aged, invalid, 
sick and unemployed wage earn- 
ers and employees in the form of 
periodical grants, pensions, bene- 
fits, compensations or indem- 
nities from the public treasury; 
to establish, acquire, operate or 
reguiate agencies for the market- 
ing and processing of agricultural 
products; to establish, acquire 
and operate natural resources, 
properties and enterprises’ in 
manufacturing, mining, com- 
merce, transportation, banking, 
public utilities and in any otker 
business, which shall be governed 
democratically for the benefit of 
the public by commissions con- 
sisting of representatives of 
workers, consumers and_ tech- 
nicians; and to legislate generally 
for the social and economic wel- 
fare of workers, farmers and con- 
sumers. 

“Section 2. The power of the 
Several states to enact social wel- 
fare legislation is unimpaired by 
this article, but no such legislation 
shall abzridge or conflict with any 
act of Congress under this article. 

“This amendment will go far 
toward making democracy consti- 
tutional and effective. No longer 
will the final question be, not 
whether a law is good, but whether 
it is constitutional. No longer will 
judicial oligarchy encourage the 
miserable policy of buck-passing. 
Today a legislator may conceivably 
vote for a law of which he does 
not approve in the belief that the 
Supreme Court will take care of it 
afterwards.”

Seminary today, driving more than 
150 students and five priests from 
the building. The damage was esti- 
mated at $150,000.

At hearings on that 
ease, he said his troubles began 
when 70 creditors, having claims 
for $49,000, were pressing for pay- 
ment and his father refused to lend 
him any more money. 

Since then, he testified yesterday, 
he had been in the contracting 
business, and more _ recently at- 
tempted to operate a tavern. He 
said he had built five or six homes 
on borrowed money and then lost 
his equity in them. Last year he 
entered the tavern business at 334 
North Vandeventer avenue on bor- 
rowed money, he said, but was 
forced to close last December when 
he found a monthly gross income 
of $1000 to $1200 was insufficient 
to operate profitably. 

The second bankruptcy petition 
was filed voluntarily last Jan. 30. 
Schedules listed assets of $13,175, 
all but $175 of which represented 
real estate on which he obtained 
exemption as it was held jointly 
by himself and his wife. He said 
one piece of property, valued at 
about $3300, had been recently fore- 
closed,

Tamekichi Ota, Japanese Ambas- 
gador to Moscow, was told by the 
Foreign Office that the Soviet Un- 
jon regarded urgent measures as 
necessary to put an end to the Mon- 
golian border troubles. 

Ota declared he would communi- 
cate with his Government, but up 
to today has not returned with an 
answer. 

Text of Pact. 

The text of the mutual assistance 
pact follows: 

“The Governments of the U.S. 8. 
R. and the Mongolian National Re- 
public, taking into consideration the 
inalterable friendship which has ex- 
isted between their countries since 
the liberation of the territory of the 
Mongolian National Republic, 
thanks to the support of the Red 
army in 1921 from the White Guard 
detachments and the military forces 
with which the latter was connect- 
ed and: which penetrated into So- 
viet territory, and desirous of main- 
taining the peace of the Far East 
and further strengthening the ex- 
isting friendly relations between 
their countries, have decided to 
formulate as the present protocol 
the gentlemen's agreement existing 
between them since November, 1934. 

“In All Possible Ways.” 

“This foresees mutual assistance 
fn all possible ways for the cause 
of averting and preventing military 
attacks and to help and maintain 
each other in case of an attack by 
a third country. For these pur- 
poses the protocol has been signed 
as follows: 

“‘Article 1: In case of menace 
of an attack on the territory of the 
Mongolian or Soviet Socialist Re- 
public by a third country the Gov- 
ernments of the U. S. S. R. and the 
Mongolian National Republic must 
immediately confer regarding the 
situation and adopt all measures 
which may be necessary for the pro- 
tection and safety of their territo- 
ries. 

“Article 2: The Governments are 
obliged in case of a military attack 
against either party to help one an- 
other with all means, including 
military assistance. 

“Article 3: The Governments 
are in full understanding that 
troops of either country which shall 
be sent into the territory of the 
Other in accordance with the mu- 
tual agreement and in accordance 
with Articles 1 and 2 of this pro- 
tocol will immediately be with- 
drawn from that territory as soon 
as the period of necessity is over, 
as occurred in 1925 when Soviet 
troops retired from Mongolian ter- 
ritory. 

Valid for 10 Years. 

“‘Article 4: The present protocol 
is to be made in two copies in the 
Russian and Mongolian languages. 
The two texts are equally valid. 
The protocol enters into force from 
the moment of signature and will be 
valid for 10 years thereafter.’ ” 

(Article 3 refers to the with- 
drawal of Soviet troops after help- 
ing the Mongolians defeat the 
White Guard leader, Baron Unger. 
Unger’s forces were subsidized and 
directed, according to Soviet ac- 
counts, by Japanese who invaded 
Mongolia and occupied Ulan Bator, 
then known as Urga, in 1921. 

(Unger established a government 
made up of Princes and priests 
against which a rebellion arose. 
The rebels, Soviet accounts say, ap- 
Pealed to the U. S. S. R. for aid, 
which was granted when Unger led 
troops beyond the Soviet bor-

ing the Communications Commis- 
sion. 
“Uniike Strawn Case.” 

In announcing his decision, Chief 
Justice Wheat said: 

“The questions involved here go 
down to the fundamental concepts 
of government. They are far 
broader than the rights of any par- 
ticular person. 

“This case is unlike the Strawn 
case, which I decided recently. That 
case involved supena covering all 
the telegrams sent by and to the 
41 members of the law firm of 
Winston, Strawn & Shaw over a 
period of 10 months. I held that 
the subpena, on its face, was obvi- 
ously a fishing expedition and 
called for undescribed records. I 
held that it was invalid and im- 
proper, and one that I would not 
have signed. The question of ‘priv- 
ilege’ was only incidentally  in- 
volved. 

“In this case, I cannot see that 
freedom of the press is involved. 
I cannot see that a newspaper pro- 
prietor is above a subpena. Free- 
dom of the press is broadly the 
right to criticise the Government. 
No such questions involved here. 

“This action was brought against 
the Senate committee and the Fed- 
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eral Communications Commission to 
prevent the further use of tele 
grams alleged to have been obtained 
by the two agencies working in co- 
operation. 

Denies Jurisdiction. 

“This court has no jurisdiction 
over the Senate committee. I don't 
know how this decision leaves the 
situation, but this doubt is better 
than for the Court to try to coerce 
or control a committee of the Sen- 
ate. 

“As counsel for the committee 
said—or, I believe I said it myself— 
two wrongs do not make a right. 
If the Senate committee is proceed- 
ing unlawfully, it is better to let it 
go on than for me to try to take 
jurisdiction, 

“IT know of no case where a court 
has as@umed the power to dictate 
to a Senate committee as to its ac- 
tivities. I hav eno right to inaugu- 
rate any such principle as that. 

“So far as the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission goes, I have 
the right to enjoin it if it has 
abused its discretionary power or 
if it has no discretionary power, 
but this is a motion for a prelim- 
inary injunction, the ‘effect of 
which would be to maintain the 
present status. 

“Affidavits of one commissioner 
and the secretary declare that the 
investigation has been completed 
and that the commission has no 
copies of telegrams. The affidav- 
its state that no further investiga- 


tion is planned or contemplated. 

“IT have no jurisdiction over the 
Senate Committee, and I deny the 
motion for a preliminary injunction 
against the Communications Com- 
mission. As to the Communica- 
tions Commission, I do this without 
prejudice of removal upon evidence 
of continued activity along the line 
of the disclosure of telegrams. An 
appropriate order will be entered.” 

Hearst Attorney's Statement. 

Hanson immediately announced 
that he wished the right to file 
exceptions to the court order. The 
Chief Justice said that he had that 
right. Hanson also reminded the 
Court that the Communications 
Commission should be required to 
answer to questions of fact. The 
Chief Justice agreed. 

The. Hearst attorney made this 
observation because Arnold, attor- 
ney for the Communications Com- 
mission, had told the Court that 
the Commission had not admitted 
that any telegrams had been copied. 

The most dramatic moment of 
the hearing occurred when Harris, 
after praising the courts and judges, 
insisted that he represented one of 
the three co-ordinate branches of 
the Government. 

"I come here,” he drawled with 
a pronounced Southern accent, “not 
as a suppliant petitioning a right, 
but as an ambassador from one 
co-equal to another co-equal. My 
purpose is to suggest why this court 
has no jurisdiction to enjoin a co- 
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equal and co-ordinate branch of the 
Government.” 

No Precedent, Defense Says. 

Harris declared he could find no 
precedent for a suit to enjoin 4 
congressional committee, adding 
that within the last 48 hours, after 
a study of United States Supreme 
Court opinions, he was convinced 
that neither thé Senate nor the 
House alone could waive its right 
to be sued. He insisted that any 
such waiver must be by a joint res- 
olution. He cited one case, in 
which the Senate was represented 
by the then Senator David A. Reed, 
of Pennsylvania, in which the Su- 
preme Court held that a Senate 
committee could not sue in the 
Federal courts. 

“If a Senate committee cannot 
come into court as a plaintiff,”’ 
Harris argued, “it cannot be forced 
in as a defendant.” 

Although he later apologized to 
the court for arguing on the merits 
of the case rather than on the 
jurisdictional phase, Harris an- 
swered Hanson’s argument that 
the “freedom of the press” clause 
of the first amendment to the Con- 
stitution did not put the press above 
the courts. 

Harris said that the press came 
under the jurisdiction of the judi- 
cial branch of Government in con- 
tempt cases and under the exec- 
utive branch in postoffice regula- 
tions. 

“Congress,” he concluded, “has 


the power to investigate the press 
to see if tt is tampering with the 
legislative function.” 

Chief Justice Wheat observed 
that he could not agree with Han- 
son’s broad interpretation of the 
“freedom of the press” clause, 


Arnold, for the Communications 
Commission, argued on technical 
grounds that the Hearst motion was 
for a preliminary injunction and 
that such a motion was “moot” %e- 
cause the investigation had been 
completed. He insisted that there 
was no proof that the commission 
had turned over copies of telegrams 
to the committee, declaring that 
agents of the two bodies had “co- 
operated” for “similar but separat- 
ed purposes.” 

Claims Right to See Messages. 

The commission, he said, had am- 
ple authority to look over the tele- 
grams because the Senate commit- 
tee had disclosed evidence of ‘he 
forgery of telegrams to an alarm- 
ing degree. There was also evi- 
dence, he said, that the companies 
had destroyed messages and rec- 
ords. It was necessary to go over 
the telegrams, he explained, to 
check up on the records and tar- 
iffs. He said that the commission 
thought the lobbying messages were 
the most likely place to find for- 
geries. ‘ 

Explaining that the Communica- 
tions Commission had a smal! force, 
he added, “you cannot enjoin the 
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commission from co-operating with 
the Senate committee. 
Quotes SEC Decision. 

In support of his motion for an 
injunction, Hanson quoted liberal- 
ly from the majority opinion of the 
United States Supreme Court in 
the J. Edward Jones Securities and 
Exchange Commission case Mon- 
day.

ST. CLAIR COUNTY ‘REPORTS 
SLIGHT DROP IN RELIEF TOTAL 


118 Fewer Families on Rolls at 
End of March Than There 
Were at Beginning. 

The number of families receiving 


relief in St. Clair County declined 
slightly during March, according to 


a report yesterday by George M. 
Curry, County Relief Administra- 
tor. At the beginning of the month 
there were 3455 families on relief, 
and at the end 3342. A total of 
3602 families, representing 12,246 in- 
dividuals, received some form of 
aid. 

Additions to the rolls totaled 327 
families, 154 applying for help be- 
cause of loss of employment in pri- 
vate industry and 93 because of ex- 
haustion of all other means of sub- 
sistence. Seventy-four were added 
because of loss of WPA jobs or 
necessity to supplement WPA earn- 
ings. Four hundred and forty cases 
were removed from relief. 269 be- 
cause of employment on WPA iobs, 
83 because of empioyniént in pri- 
vate industry, and 88 for other rea- 
sons. 

During the month, 5735 men and 
women formerly on relief were em- 
ployed on WPA undertakings. Ex- 
penditures totaled $90,034, of which 
$80,084 went for relief and $9950 for 
administration.

MISSISSIPPI AUTHORITY 
SUPPORTED BY GRANGE 


Statement Filed at 
Hearing on Norris Proposal 
Suggests Modifications. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 8 — The 
Mississippi Valley Authority bill 
drew the support of the National 
Grange yesterday and the opposi- 
tion of a utility spokesman who 
said such governmental agencies 
competed by selling power below 
cost. : 

The Grange, in a statement filed 
with the Senate Agriculture Sub- 
committee hearing testimony on the 
Mississippi Valley authority propos- 
al of Senator Norris, (Rep.), Ne- 
praska, suggested modifications to 
govern irrigation and soil acreage. 
The organization contended it ‘was 
“ynalterably opposed to further ad- 
ditions to productive acreage” until 
commodity surpluses had disap 
peared. 

The Grange statement was filed 
by Fred H. Brenckman, Washing- 
ton Representative. 

States His Complaint. 

Charles W. Kellogg, chairman of 
the Engineers Public Service Co., 
drew on the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority for a parallel in his argu- 
ment against the measure. 

“Our complaint against the TVA,” 
he said, “is that it makes prices be- 
low cost which cannot be met by 
private companies.” . 

Kellogg said the electrical indus- 
try “voluntarily and gladly” was at- 
tempting to reduce power prices 
throughout the country. 

Kellogg’s chmment on TVA pow- 
er selling practices drew from Nor- 
ris the contention that through in- 
junctions and other legal proceed- 
ings private companies have curbed 
the sale of TVA power. 

“Is it fair that those who pur- 
chase from TVA be made to pay 
the full cost?” He asked adding 
that if TVA could sell to the limit 
of its resources the sales would not 
be below costs. 

Grange Statement. 

The Grange statement said the 
MVA bill would provide for a 
large number of new irrigation 
projects, then added: 

“The National Grange is unalter- 
ably opposed to further additions to 
productive acreage by means of 
reclamation until such time as the 
unwieldy agricultural surplus, chief- 
ly responsible for the present agri- 
cultural depression, has disap- 
peared. ... 

Present acreage, even with the 
removal of all sub-marginal lands, 
is wholly adequate to support the 
food needs of such a population 
with reasonable surpluses for car- 
Sever.” és 

“The Mississippi Valley Authority, 
properly administered under a law 
that is scientifically and economic- 
ally sound can become the Magna 
Charta of American conservation. 
In the absence of proper safe- 
guards, in spite of our present code 
intentions it may become the ver- 
itable means of despoiling, under 
Federal auspices, our national her- 
itage of soil fertility. 

“A very simple amendment can 
change the direction and purpose 
of this act. We are not now pre- 
pared to suggest specific language 
for such modification, but it should 
embody a very definite mandate to 


the authority as to its conservati 
activities.” is

HE iate Louis H. Watson was 

T one of the game's greatest play- 

ers and analysts. The keynote 

of his game was soundness. His 

brilliance lay in his steadiness and 

dependability rather than in sensa- 

tional bids or

lery. His mistakes 

were few and far 

between, and he 

possessed, per- 

haps more than 

any other indi- 

vidual, a “rare 

ability to adapt 

his game to that 

of difficult part- 

ners.

Still, against anyone except a play- 
er of the first rank in the South 
seat, it is certain that the slam 
would have succeeded. 

North opened his fourth highest 
spade and South's ten forced the 
king. The deciarer’s first play was 
to finesse the ten of hearts. 

Watson took the jack and instead 
of blindly returning the jack of 
spades, thought deeply about the 
ensuing play. Unerringly he con- 
cluded that there was serious dan- 
ger of a squeeze developing against 
North if he had a diamond stopper 
to protect and were given the add- 
ed burden of guarding spades. On 
this shrewd analysis he did not 
lead back the jack of spades, the 
automatic play of almost every 
player, but, instead, returned the 
spade five. 

Declarer won the ace and took a 
second heart finesse, which held. 


heart tricks, discarding a spade 
from his own hand, as did North, 
while South let goa diamond. Three 
rounds of clubs followed and now 
the wisdom of “Watson's play be- 
came apparent. On the third 
round, if North had had to hold 
the spade queen to top dummy’s 
eight, he would have been squeezed 
out of his diamand stopper. But 
with Watson holding the spade 
jack, North gayly tossed away his 
queen. Declarer was heipless. The 
twelfth trick could not be snared. 

Many experts in the South seat, 
through their own lack of fore- 
sight, would have found occasion to 
grumble at the opponents’ luck in 
miking such an optimistic slam. 
Luck alone, however, was not 
enough against Watson's skill.

Pimento Bisque 

Three pints of chicken stock. 

One-half cup of rice. 

Four canned pimentos. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Dash of celery and onion salt.

Cook the rice in a double boiler 
with the chicken stock until rice is 
tender. Add the pimentos and rub 
all through a sieve. Reheat and 
season to taste.

Souffle’d Crackers 
Soak common crackers in ice wa- 
ter for eight minutes. With a per- 
forated spatula drain and carefully 
transfer to a buttered baking pan.

ter of each cracker and bake in a 
hot oven until puffed and browned. 
It will take about 45 minutes. 


Leg of Lamb in a Noodle Nest 

Boil two cloves of garlic, chang- 
ing the water two or three times. 
Drain and mince the garlic fine and 
mix with six boned and chopped 
anchovies. Cut slits in the leg of 
lamb and insert the mixture. Salt 
and pepper the roast and dredge 
lightly with flour. Place in roasting 
pan and sear quickly. Add one 
cup of consomme to pan and cook, 
covered, and basting frequently for 
about two hours. Place on a heat- 
ed platter and surround with a 
border of wide cooked noodles 
tossed in butter and cheese and 
over this scatter browned buttered 
crutons. Make a gravy in drip-

Fried Celery 

Remove all strings from celery 
and cut in two and a half inch 
strips. Parboil in salted water for 
10 minutes, then drain and wipe 
between towels. Salt and pepper 
and dip in the following batter and 
fry to a nice brown: , 


Batter 
One cup of flour. 


One-half teaspoon salt. 

One cup of water. 

Two tablespoons of salad oil. 

One egg white. 

Mix and sift the flour and salt. 
Add the water and beat until 
smooth, then add the oil. Fold in 
the egg white, beaten stiff. 

Strawberry Bomb. 

Crush and strain two quarts of 
ripe strawberries. Make a syrup of 
one cup of sugar and one of water, 
letting it cook five minutes after 
starting to boil. Add to the straw- 
berry juice, and when cool, add the 
juice of one lemon and freeze. Line 
a two-quart mold about two inches 
with the strawberry ice and fill 
center with one pint of whipped 
cream, sweetened to taste and fila- 
vored with any desired flavoring. 
Cover with waxed paper and place 
lid on tightly and pack in salt and 
ice for at least three hours.

Indeed, occasionally we see exam- 
ples of the paralysis of this system, 
as when a man receives a heavy 
blow in the abdomen and goes into 
a condition known as “shock,” with 
profuse, clammy perspiration, dead- 
ly pallor of the entire surface, fee- 
ble, rapid, heart beat, and uncon- 
sciousness. If death occurs not a 
single injury can be found in any 
internal organ to account for it.

A famous example, which made 
the system familiar to the newspa- 
per readers of my youth, was when 
Corbett hit Sullivan in the solar 
plexus. The solar plexus of ganglia 
is part of the automatic nervous” 
system,

T IS WELL that we have some 
tests to determine the efficiency 

of this controlling body. They are 
based on two or three of the most 
important functions of the auto- 
matic nervous system. One is con- 
trol of sweating. 

It is possible to test very deli- 
cately the degree and amount of 
sweating in the body by painting 
the skin with an alcoholic solution 
of cobalt blue. The patient is then 
put into a heat cabinet which has 
an environmental temperature of 
130 degrees Fahrenheit. In the pres- 
ence of moisture the blue stain is 
changed to red, and the contrasting 
colors give a graphic representation 
of the amount and location of 
sweating. 

For instance, there is a condition 
in which the blood pressure falls 
with changes of posture. In these 
patients, the sweat test shows that 
sweating occurs only on certain 
small areas of the skin surface, and 
this is undoubtedly associated with 
irregular dilation of the blood ves- 
sels of the body surface. 

Another test of measuring the ef- 
ficiency of dilation or constriction 
of the small blood vessels is called 
the “cold presser test.’ One hand is 
immersed above the wrist in ice 
water for one minute. Reading of 
the blood pressure in the opposite 
arm is taken every 15 seconds. An 
increase in the blood pressure 
should occur. After the arm is re- 
moved from the water the blood 
pressure should return to its nor- 
mal level within two minutes. 

These, with several other tests, 
have been devised to give us in- 
formation about that important reg- 
ulator >of our functions, the auto- 
matic nervous system.
